The waiter 
says :— "There is something very strange in the 
coincidence of the famous speech of ‘General 
skobeleff with the cahclusion of the Russo-Per- 
sian Treaty, By this ihstianent the King’ of 
Persia is alleged to have voluntaily ceded to 
Russta that part ofthe norhera border of Tran 
stretching from Askahabad to Sarakhs, .thus 
realising Russia’s long-cherished desire to have 
her lately won Turkoman possessions rounded off. 
Everybody knew beforchand that it was not for 
nothing that Russia squandered millions on the 
East Caspian Railway from Michailoysk to Bann, 
provided ‘General Rolirberg, skobele(?s successor 
with ample means for arming the Tarkaman forts, 
andl fixed her gaze upon the hitherto barren steppes 
ofthis patt of Central Asia. ‘This new trick of Rus- 
sian policy, therefore, cannot surprise ws. “Dut 
it is astonishing with what feverish haste Russia 
has worked at her plans which she has always 
hitherto kept sécret, In this instance her pre 
cipitation was apparently caused by very im- 
portant. motives... Her extraordinary and preci- 
pitate advance against the western branches of 
Patopanisus at a time when she did not wish to 
startle her Liberal friends an the Thames is: cx 
plained by two: important reasons. -It was ‘the 
excellence of the soil and the immense agzi- 
cultural value of the newly acquired territory 
that prompted her to annexation, regardless € 
British susceptibilitics. The so-called north-east 
border of Iran, the northern branches of the 
mountain chains of the Kubbet Daze, Allah 


Y Akbar, and Muzderaj, w ith-the whole valley from 


Kil Arvat to Sarakhs, belong to the niost fertile 
regions of ancient Khorassan. ‘These regions 
are most favoured as regards climate, while ‘irrl- 
gation has Jong been known to them, 
therefore, not difficult to understand why Russia 
should now seize with both hands the garden of 
Khorassan, after she had spent so much, blood 
and gold upon barren ‘regions, For appearance 
sake she uses the form of a treaty in taking the. 
country from Persia, As regards the: politleal 
and strategic side of the question, it hardly needs 
to be remarked, that Rugsia has now become an 
immediate neighbour of Herat. A@luough her 
position near sarakhs, and through the occupa- 
tion of that masterless country, she will now no 
longer cate for Merv. She will wait till the no- 
mads there voluntarily surrender. ‘This, in fact, 
is already partly done, and the completion of the 


‘work is facilitated for the future, for Russia is 
‘now master of the river system of Merv. 


:Who- 
ever knows Asia, and especially the Afghans, will 
certainly not.envy the gentlemen of the Liberal 
school of England their happy trustfulness. - Thé 
Afghans never can or will be friends of England. 
Ifthe Gladstone Cabinct really hope to se¢ such 
an impossibility happen, they will find them- 
selves completely in error; for, in the first place, 
Abdul Rahman {snot completely Sovereign there; 
and, secondly, proportionately to the Russian 
approach to Herat, the always dubious sympathy 
of this former Russian pensioner will decline.

A GENERAL order by His. Royal Highness the 
Ficld-Mashal Conmmanding-in-Chief, just issued, 
observes the Overdand Marl, notifies numerous 
impoitant alteratiqns which have been made in 
the Queen’s Regulations and Orders for the Army 
with reference to enlistments and seivices—sub- 
jects which atthe present time are occupying 
much attention. Recruiting officers ‘are for the 
fature to be appointed by His Royal Highness, 
and not, as formerly, by the “approving officer,” 
Every facility is to be given to men who wish to 
enlist in the Royal Artillery, Royal Engincers, or 
Foot Guards, and with respect to recruits in the 
Army Hospital Corps, the age swoin to on the 
first page of the attestation’ will be taken ds the 
correct age in all subsequent transactions or 
coirespondence; but the “age physically equiva- 
Jent to” will be the guide in rejecting a reciuit 
who docs ‘not come up, to the minimum of age re- 
quired for the service, and the “apparent age” 
will be the guide in rejecting one who may be 
above the maxium age at which. recruits are 
taken. Under the head “ Medical Examinations, 
it is added that recruits raised in Ircland for the 
regular arny will not be taken befare a magistrate 
appointed under the Town Improvement Act for 
‘attestation, should the medical officer Consider 
thata recruit, who denies former service, has 
served before, the case is to be submitted to the 
approving officer before the enlistment is carried 
‘out, and the: approving officer will decide if the re- 
cruit is to be attested or not, being guided in his 
decision by such proof as the recruit can give. 
With respect tothe limit to continuance in service 
after’ twenty-one years, it {s noted that the Army 
Act necessitates that a eoldier who has been al- 
lowed to continue in the servlee beyond twenty."
